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lo The current Soviet repatriation program has reduced tae anmber of membars of 
the Shanghei Soviet Citizens Trade Assoaiation from 260 to 87. Some Shanghai 
Soviet businessmen have resigned their memberships because they are not tei NE 
repatriated but are transferring abroad. 


2. On 17 August 1947 a General Meeting of the Association was held at the Zentrel 
Soviet Citizens Club on Avenue Foch. F. Pe. Khelin, Soviet Consul General in 
Shanghai, reportedly ordered that the reorganizetion and the election of officers 
be accomplished at this meeting. During the past twelve months the Association 
hag not been very active and local Soviet officials have not been satisZied 
with the work of the former Executive Committee. P. A> Serzeyev, Soviet Tice 
Consul in Shanghai and reportedly the head of the Soviet somuunity, was present 
at the General Meeting and was elected an honorary member of the.Presidiun. 

Some local Soviet citizens believe that in the future the Besoct atten will be 
under the direct supervision of Sergeyev.
